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INTRODUCTION. 

In  these  days  of  troubles  and  anxieties, 
when  the  world  is  suffering  from  wants  and 
difficulties,  when  ambition  and  avarice  are 
the  main  features  that  guide  the  principles 
of  men,  it  would  be  essential  that  a  few 
words  of  consolation  be  written  to  bring 
men  to  their  senses,  and  to  cause  them  to 
desist  from  the  course  they  have  adopted. 
The  real  cause  of  their  trouble  however, 
lies  not  in  the  world  outside,  which  they 
think  has  robbed  them  of  or  intruded  upon 
their  conveniences  of  life  ;  but  it  has  its  origin 
in  their  hearts  within,  which  unless  re- 
moved, cannot  bring  in  peace  to  them.  I 
am  not  however,  certain  how  far  these 
instructions  will  be  appreciated  by  men, 
and  they  may  pass  off  unnoticed  as  chaff 
before  a  raging  wind  ;  yet  as  they  are  in- 
tended primarily  for  the  Christian  World, 
where  the  tumultuous  wind  blows  hard, 
men  professing  to  be  Christians,  may  take 
to  heart  the  soothing  and  conciliatory  mea- 
sures proposed,  and  may  exert  their  influ- 
ence to  any  extent,  to  bring  about  peace  in 
the  world.  It  is  a  world  of  darkness  and 
iniquity  now,  vainly  claimed  as  one  of 
light  and  civilization,  where  an  estimation 
of  profit  and  loss  is  unjustly  made  ;  and  men 
think  of  profit  by  the  fulfilment  of  their 
base  and  selfish  ends,  and  by  the  neglect  of 
the  cause  of  their  real  self  within.  They 
think  of  loss  by  a  sacrifice  of  worldly  ad- 
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vantages,  though  they  may  be  real  gainers 
by  the  development  of  a  peaceful  existence 
by  self -contentment  felt  within. 

At  this  critical  stage,  I  venture  to  ap- 
proach the  public,  remonstrating  against 
their  views,  and  it  may  be  an  attempt 
vainly  made  with  results  uncertain.  Still 
I  hope  and  hope  in  earnest  for  a  satisfac- 
tory result,  in  the  name  of  the  Saviour  who 
sacrificed  His  all  for  the  good  of  mankind. 

This  treatise  is  written  to  impress  on  the 
minds  of  men,  that  peace  is  a  thing  not  to 
be  sought  for  in  the  world  abroad ;  but  it 
begins  in  the  mind,  there  only  it  is  felt  and 
nowhere  else.  The  close  relationship  of  the 
mind  and  the  body  has  been  maintained,, 
and  for  the  keeping  up  of  life,  it  is  essential 
that  the  relationship  must  be  maintained, 
as  without  the  one  or  the  other,  life  would  be 
impossible.  So  the  world  goes  to  feed  the 
mind  by  a  supply  from  the  body,  and  the 
body  has  its  succour  from  the  outside  world 
by  means  of  the  senses.  The  body  however,, 
is  a  changeable  thing,  liable  to  waste  and 
recoupment  at  all  times,  the  more  so,  the 
cravings  of  the  mind  are  strong  enough,  and 
it  becomes  difficult  to  meet  the  innumer- 
able demands  of  the  senses,  and  hence  an 
exclusive  reliance  of  the  mind  on  the  body 
subjects  it  to  a  similar  change,  and  thus  are 
created  the  sufferings  and  troubles  of  the 
mind.  For  the  relief  of  the  mind  therefore,, 
a  remedy  is  proposed,  the  mind  is  treated 
of  as  not  an  offshoot  of  the  body,  but  it  has 
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its  origin  from  a  different  source,  to  which 
if  it  gets  back,  it  may  rest  in  peace.  The 
necessities  of  life  are  made  easier  then,  and 
the  mind  not  relying  so  much  on  the  body, 
is  fed  from  inside  by  the  primary  source, 
and  the  body  also  which  is  relatively  con- 
nected with  the  mind,  becomes  less  a  sub- 
ject to  waste  and  decay.  The  mind  being 
filled,  the  body  also  is  in  good  condition, 
and  so  is  the  quotation  from  the  Holy 
Bible  : — "  Blessed  are  the  meek  for  they 
shall  inherit  the  earth." 

A  simple  life  is  therefore,  recommended 
and  peace  and  contentment  are  said  to 
result  not  from  a  collection  of  resources  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  senses,  which  are 
infinite,  growing  the  more,  the  more  is  the 
indulgence  thereof.  The  demand  grows 
less  however,  the  more  is  the  reliance  of  the 
mind  on  the  primary  source  ;  and  the  senses 
being  thus  kept  under  control,  peace  and 
contentment  automatically  follow  as  na- 
tural results. 

With  expectations  of  sympathy  from  the 
public,  I  make  them  a  present  of  this 
little  book.  The  quotations  are  mostly 
from  the  Holy  Bible,  and  they  are  expected 
to  appeal  particularly  to  the  Christian  mind, 
but  the  public  in  general  may  also  find  in- 
terest in  them,  as  the  principles  of  the  author 
work  on  a  general  basis  apart  from  any 
sectarian  view.  Any  error  of  argument 
pointed  out  will  be  thankfully  accepted.

PEACE. 

The  life  of  a  thing  rests  in  peace  and 
whenever  a  disturbance  is  created,  life 
becomes  unsettled  and  its  existence  is 
feared  of  till  the  disturbing  element,  is 
removed.  A  sea  with  a  calm  atmosphere 
goes  on  well,  enjoying  a  peaceful  life  it- 
self and  imparting  at  the  same  time  a 
peaceful  impression  on  the  hearts  of  others, 
who  come  in  close  sight  and  contact  with 
it.  Such  is  the  law  of  nature  that  things 
are  guided  by  the  law  of  affinity,  the  heart 
takes  in  what  it  meets  in  the  outside — a 
pleasant  heart  with  a  pleasant  view.  But 
when  a  high  wind  blows  in  the  bosom  of 
the  sea,  a  disturbance  is  created,  its  waters 
are  then  carried  on  high  by  the  raging  wind, 
the  sea  in  its  attempt  to  retain  existence, 
as  if  adopts  a  frowning  attitude  in  its  fight 
with  the  raging  wind,  which  tries  to  throw 
off  its  waters  asunder  in  its  own  reigon, 
the  atmosphere  above.  The  sea  is  no 
longer  a  pleasant  sight  then,  it  loses  its 
beauty,  grandeur  and  magnanimity  and 
instead  of  presenting  a  pleasant  view,  the 
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aspect  is  fearful  and  repulsive.  Such  is 
also  the  law  of  nature  that  contrary  prin- 
ciples guide  contradictory  natures  and 
these  can  never  stand  on  a  peaceful  basis 
unless  the  principles  guiding  them  are  the 
same  and  of  a  common  character. 

The  same  law  holds  also  with  the  animate 
world.  They  are  said  to  enjoy  good  life  when 
the  connections  are  favourable  and  with  an 
unfavourable  connection  a  disturbance  pre- 
vails. Let  us  begin  with  the  character  of 
the  individual  person,  and  let  us  see  what 
are  the  connections  that  enable  him  to 
possess  a  peaceful  existence  and  what 
that  stand  against  it.  We  see  that  the 
existence  of  a  man  consists  in  the  existence 
of  his  mind  combined  with  his  body,  and 
the  relationship  of  the  two  constituents 
-the  mind  and  the  body,  is  such  that  any 
affection  in  the  one  affects  the  condition 
of  the  other.  Yet  among  men  possessing 
higher  sort  of  intelligence,  a  marked  differ- 
ence is  perceived — that  the  mind  is  not 
so  much  dependent  on  the  body  as  the  body 
is  on  the  mind.  On  a  close  observation 
it  is  seen  that  the  mind  works  through 
the  medium  of  the  senses, — continued  work- 
ing has  created  a  habit  of  the  mind  to 
work,  and  without  which  it  suffers.  The 
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senses  lead  the  mind  to  the  world  outside, 
point  out  to  it  things  for  enjoyment, 
and  with  a  successful  enjoyment,  it  feels 
happy  but  with  an  unsuccessful  one  it 
gets  depressed. 

For  the  continual  workijig  of  the  mind, 
some  sort  of  engagement  must  be  given 
to  it  as  without  this,  it  would  fail  to  stand, 
and  such  engagements  are  ordinarily  pro- 
vided for  by  the  senses  from  the  outside 
world.  But  what  the  senses  provide  the 
mind  with  for  its  engagement  in  the  out- 
side world,  are  apparently  pleasant  connec- 
tions, but  not  so  in  reality,  and  what  the 
mind  grasps  at  one  moment  thinking  it 
a  happy  connection,  rejects  it  at  another, 
thinking  it  as  disgusting  and  unpleasant. 
A mZ.- -'Pleasures  are  like  poppies  spread 
You  seize  the  flower  and  its  beauty  is 
spread/ 

Yet  things  stand  in  a  different 
way  in  exceptional  cases.  With  some 
persons  the  action  of  the  senses  takes  a 
different  course  and  the  course  at  this 
instance  is  not  towards  the  world  outside 
but  to  the  region  within,  when  the  mind 
has  had  the  opportunity  of  finding  a  per- 
manent hold  not  to  be  missed  like  the 
illusive  character  of  the  external  world. 
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In  the  engagement  of  the  mind  with  the 
outside  world,  the  connection  is  never  a 
satisfactory  one — what  proves  satisactory 
at  one  moment  turns  to  be  just  the  reverse 
at  another.  Continual  demands  and  con- 
tinual supplies  are  the  varying  laws  of 
the  place,  as  a  result  of  which  the  mind 
is  always  a  subject  of  pleasure  or  pain. 
A  lasting  contentment  the  mind  seeks  for, 
but  such  it  can  never  get  in  the  outer  world, 
which  on  account  of  its  varying  properties, 
keeps  the  mind  in  an  unsettled  state.  For 
a  lasting  settlement  therefore,  the  mind 
has  to  revert  back  to  the  origin  from  which 
it  emanated,  the  aspect  of  which  place 
is  calm  and  steady.  But  to  a  man,  the 
idea  of  this  region  is  appalling,  for  he  is  a 
man  of  the  world,  working  under  Santanic 
influence,  to  him  a  journey  to  Heaven  and 
enjoy  the  bliss  thereof  is  not  desirable, 
he  seeks  for  the  bliss  among  the  cursed 
tilings  of  this  world,  aspiring  to  get  that 
bliss  among  his  connections  in  the  region 
of  hell. 

Not  so  is  the  law  of  God.  The  cursed 
man  cannot  have  divine  bliss  under 
Satanic  rule.  Yet  a  Saviour  comes  for 
the  salvation  of  the  cursed  being  and 
addresses  him  to  follow  Him  to  the  gates  of 
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Heaven.  But  no  body  would  listen  to 
His  call,  yet  exceptionally  a  blessed  crea- 
ture accepts  it  and  he  is  baptized  and  saved. 
It  is  not  a  baptism  by  water  as  John,  the 
Baptist  said,  but  one  by  fire  and  the  spirit. 
Water  is  a  material  thing  used  in  washing 
off  other  material  impurities,  still  water 
leaves  an  impression  of  its  own,  though 
not  hard  and  firm  of  a  solid  character. 
But  like  the  properties  of  fire  which  does 
away  with  the  existence  of  all  material 
things,  the  spirit  of  God  does  away  with 
all  material  impurities  and  converts  the 
form  of  the  sinful  man  into  a  divine  one. 
To  the  region  of  peace  he  comes,  he  enjoys 
permanent  peace  there,  discrimination  of 
good  and  evil  has  passed  his  mind  now,  he 
looks  to  everythng  in  a  godlike  way,  every- 
thing in  the  same  light — all  for  good  and 
nothing  evil.  He  does  not  look  for  peace 
after  satiety,  and  has  no  cause  to  think  of 
for  which  satiety  is  needed.  This  is  the 
essential  education  needed  to  secure  the 
peace  of  mind,  other  trainings  imparted 
to  provide  for  needs  created,  cannot  pro- 
perly be  called  education,  as  the  one  for 
the  absence  of  a  need  requires  no  necessity 
of  supply,  whereas  the  other  brings  in  needs 
in  heaps  by  fresh  creations,  and  hence 
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calls  for  continued  supplies.  This  is  second 
life,  life  gained  in  connection  with  the 
Divinity  by  giving  up  a  life  of  the  world 
in  connection  with  the  devil. 

The  sun  shines  in  the  firmament  above 
imparting  light  to  the  earth  which  enables 
earthly  creatures  suffering  from  darkness, 
to  keep  up  life.  Thus  the  sun  or  its  light 
is  the  life  of  this  material  world,  yet  man 
has  a  liking  for  material  connections 
though  matter  bears  the  property  of  dark- 
ness and  obstructs  the  passage  of  light 
coming  through  and  through.  This  is 
idolatry  and  sin,  tending  to  lead  the  life 
of  a  creature  towards  destruction,  and  the 
Saviour  comes  forward  offering  salvation 
by  imparting  life  and  light  to  the  drooping 
soul  in  connection  with  the  Spirit  which 
is  void  of  form  and  figure,  and  with  fire 
that  reduces  all  matters  to  a  formless  status. 
Thus  the  man  is  brought  in  connection 
with  the  Original  Essence  from  which  all 
forms  emanated.  It  is  a  procedure  to 
protect  the  mind  from  being  reduced  to  a 
lifeless  consolidated  body,  groping  in  the 
Satanic  region  of  darkness  and  to  enable 
it  to  pass  into  the  higher  regions  of  light 
where  it  would  be  free  to  move,  with  no 
obstructions  in  its  way.  This  is  the  early 
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education  which  every  man  should  have, 
and  based  on  its  principles  all  other  sub- 
sequent educations  should  follow. 

Man  is  known  by  the  company  he  keeps, 
and  if  a  man  belongs  to  a  good  society,  he 
is  also  expected  to  be  good,  in  virtue  of 
his  being  a  member  of  that  society.  So 
also  is  the  case  of  a  nation,  and  if  the  in- 
dividual persons  constituting  the  national 
congregation  are  men  of  formed  character, 
the  nation  as  a  whole  has  its  eminence,  and 
it  is  called  a  civilized  nation.  But  civili- 
zation now-a-days  has  lost  its  proper  sig- 
nification. Externally  meek  and  externally 
polite  with  impure  reservations  in  the 
heart  are  passed  off  as  tokens  of  real  civili- 
zation. The  age  of  sincerity  and  simpli- 
city has  passed  away  and  duplicity  (clever- 
ly termed  as  diplomacy)  and  grandeur  mark 
the  characteristic  of  the  so-called  growing 
nation.  Peace  and  prosperity  are  not  the 
real  aim  of  life,  but  selfishness  and  satiety 
are  the  guiding  principles  of  national  life. 
Health  and  wealth  do  no  more  result  from 
the  enjoyment  of  contentment  and  peace 
of  mind,  but  capability  to  free  indulgence 
to  the  senses  is  marked  of  as  a  sign  of 
health,  and  amassing  money  through 
avaricious  principles  makes  one  wealthy. 
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Is  it  not  that  the  rule  of  God  has  passed 
this  world  of  sins  ?  Is  it  not  that  Satan 
rules  here  in  the  garb  of  the  Divinity  ? 
Is  it  not  that  angels  have  no  longer  any 
existence  here  and  impostors  occupy  their 
places  ?  Let  us  remember  the  days  of 
yore  when  the  Divine  Being  had  a  direct 
rule  over  His  chosen  people,  when  the 
agents  appointed  to  execute  His  will  were 
not  guided  by  a  love  of  power,  all  power 
they  considered,  centered  absolutely  on 
the  Almighty  only,  and  any  power  which 
they  exercised,  were  communicated  to  them 
but  through  His  grace.  Let  us  remember 
the  time  when  the  general  teaching  was  to 
be  content  with  one's  own  lot,  and  enter- 
taining higher  hopes  to  try  to  be  able  to 
enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Satan 
rules  now,  but  his  is  a  cursed  name  and  he 
adopts  the  name  of  the  Almighty  for  his 
own  and  persuades  his  devotees  to  pray 
for  blessings,  so  that  being  free  in  the 
enjoyment  of  earthly  pleasures,  they 
might  eat,  drink  and  be  merry.  Missiona- 
ries come  forward  assuming  the  garb  of 
sincerity  and  say  many  things,  preaching 
the  Gospel  in  their  own  ways.  Their 
language  denounces  the  actions  of  the 
Devil,  but  the  Evil  Spirit  has  caught  hold 
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of  their  hearts,  they  are  made  to  serve 
him  at  his  will,  and  there  is  nothing  in 
their  actions  that  can  stand  as  practical 
example  for  the  guidance  of  men.  Yet 
they  are  said  to  be  the  real  guides  of  men, 
guiding  them  to  the  path  of  salvation  and 
protecting  them  from  that  to  destruction. 
This  is  a  charge,  however,  not  against  the 
body  of  missionaries  as  a  whole,  there  may 
be  sincere  workers,  but  the  number  has 
been  very  few.  The  proof  is  evident  from 
the  fact  that  their  preachings  do  not  attract 
the  attention  of  men  and  people  go  to 
church  and  do  many  other  things,  more 
as  acts  of  mere  observances,  being  bound 
to  do  under  the  existing  social  laws,  than 
as  acts  that  are  resulted  from  a  real  appeal 
to  their  hearts  within. 

This  world  is  a  world  of  test,  and  man 
is  come  here  to  make  a  journey  of  life  in 
connection  with  the  things  of  this  world  ; 
the  Creator  tells  him  not  to  taste  of  the 
fruit  of  the  tree  of  knowledge,  whereas 
the  Devil  induces  him  to  taste  it,  and  the 
man  obeys  his  dictate.  Instantly  he  loses 
his  sense,  he  is  made  to  enjoy  and  feel 
through  the  medium  of  the  senses,he  thinks 
himself  happy,  his  eyes  are  opened  and 
he  finds  himself  able  to  discriminate  good 
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from  evil.  Instantly  the  man  is  no  more 
a  man  in  the  image  of  God,  he  is  rendered 
a  cursed  being  working  through  the  diffi- 
culties of  life  under  pleasure  or  pain,  some- 
times happy  from  the  gratification  of  his 
senses  and  sometimes  unhappy  from  their 
non-gratification.  Such  is  the  enjoyment 
of  a  worldly  life  passing  through  pleasure 
and  pain  under  the  influence  of  the  Devil. 
But  man  cannot  continue  long  under  the 
influence  of  the  Devil,  for,  in  reality  he 
owes  his  origin  from  God,  and  in  this  sojourn 
of  life  he  has  only  been  a  creature  of  the 
Devil.  Yet  for  an  ungrateful  son,  the 
Almighty  God  is  never  an  unkind  father, 
.and  most  kindly  he  snatches  away  his  son 
from  the  grasp  of  the  Devil  and  severs  all 
devilish  connections  surrounding  him  all 
round.  His  favourite  body  is  left  behind, 
other  favourite  connections  which  in  life- 
time appeared  to  him  to  be  lasting  and 
real — all  now  to  be  left  for  ever.  Singly 
he  came  to  this  world  and  singly  he  shall 
have  to  depart,  and  his  most  favoured 
tody  from  the  dust  cometh,  is  now  being 
reduced  to  dust  again.  The  sinful  man 
however,  in  life-time,  had  timely  warnings 
from  his  most  kind  Father  through  the 
beatings  of  conscience,  and  occasionally 
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he  did  repent  also,  but  the  love  for  the 
Devil  cherished  in  long  connection  pre- 
vailed and  presented  to  his  mind  the  sight 
of  God  as  most  horrible.  Thus  he  had  to 
pass  his  whole  life  in  agony  and  fear  of 
Death  which  would  sever  all  his  connections 
of  the  devilish  world.  Yet  to  make  a 
heaven  of  hell,  the  missionary  comes, 
bearing  glad-tidings  to  the  sinful  man, 
that  the  Saviour  is  come  to  drive  the  devil 
out  from  his  hold  on  his  heart  and  to  establish 
the  kingdom  of  God  there. 

In  his  daily  prayer  the  man  says  'Thy 
kingdom  come'  but  can  any  bod)^  realize 
how  should  the  kingdom  come  ?  Not  of 
course,  by  a  daily  repetition  of  the  prayer. 
By  the  grace  of  God,  man  has  free  will 
to  exercise,  but  he  has  put  the  Devil  at 
heart  to  rule  over  him  and  it  is  only  by 
words  of  the  mouth  that  he  is  repeating 
the  prayer  day  by  day.  His  mouth  does 
not  actually  bespeak  the  tenour  of  his 
heart,  he  likes  not  the  company  of  God 
and  His  rule,  and  how  can  then  God  rule 
over  him  when  he  has  no  liking  for  it  ? 
Cast  your  glance  inside  and  find  out  as 
to  who  rules  there.  Is  not  Satanic  rule 
prevailing  there  making  you  judge  for 
yourself,  good:  from  bad  ?  Are  you  not  a 
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real  worshipper  of  the  Devil,  having  his 
seat  at  the  top  of  your  heart,  appearing 
in  various  forms,  sometimes  a  fine  figure 
creating  your  lust,  and  sometimes  a  dis- 
.agreeable  sight  creating  your  wrath,  and 
you  are  thus  made  to  pass  your  days  in 
pleasure  and  pain.  This  is  idolatry,  but 
the  shape  of  God  is  no  idol.  Wipe  away 
from  your  mind  all  impurities  whatsoever, 
all  thoughts  whatsoever  having  form  and 
figure,  and  then  the  kingdom  of  God  would 
come  up  of  itself.  Bear  in  mind  that  all 
your  devilish  connections,  all  that  are  to 
be  left  behind  when  your  journey  of  life 
is  closed,  are  impediments  standing  in 
the  way  of  the  right  path.  "And  blessed 
are  they  that  are  persecuted  for  righteous- 
ness' sake/'  And  verily  these  have  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  and  no  earthly  per- 
secution can  baffle  their  spirits.  The  pro- 
perties of  the  Devil  they  care  not  for,  and  so 
any  persecution  is  futile  in  their  case. 

The  heaven  is  their  region  and  their  own 
land,  not  this  world  of  cares  and  anxieties. 
What  is  therefore,  for  them  to  care  for  ? 
For  them  the  Grace  of  God  should  there- 
fore, be  their  daily  bread  to  eat,  not  the 
dainties  of  the  world  which  know  no  filling 

-'Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and 
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thirst  after  righteousness  for  they  shall 
be  filled/'  But  to  the  sinful  man  the 
commandment  is  such  that  "In  the  sweat 
of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,  till  thou 
return  unto  the  ground/'  In  the  one 
case  the  aspiration  of  a  man  is  to  seek 
for  the  path  of  righteousness  and  thus  to 
be  freed  from  all  demands  whatsoever  ; 
the  other  case  refers  to  the  demands  of 
the  body  created  under  the  influence  of 
the  senses,  and  they  are  frequent  and  con- 
tinuous occasionally  subsiding  after  satiety. 
Still  the  sinful  man  would  prefer  to  serve 
the  senses  under  their  continuous  charges, 
for  he  could  have  no  sight  of  the  garden 
of  Eden  which  could  afford  him  peace 
and  contentment.  Give  up  therefore,  boast- 
ful and  spirited  conduct  at  the  instance  of 
the  Devil  and  be  poor  in  spirit  in  order 
to  have  an  entrance  to  the  gates  of  Heaven. 
And  who  can  conceive  the  subtle  conduct 
of  the  Devil  ?  The  will  of  God  is  said  to 
prevail  in  Heaven,  whereas  on  earth  the 
Devil  says  to  the  man,  his  follower, — 'Thy 
will  shall  prevail/  Now  the  Devil  in 
secret,  overpowers  the  man,  and  virtually 
the  will  of  the  Devil  prevails,  and  the  man 
is  rendered  a  slave  to  his  passions.  So 
the  Scripture  tells  you  to  make  the  law  of 
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Heaven  prevail  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven, 
and  by  giving  up  your  own  will,  let  the 
Lord's  will  prevail,  and  the  result  is  that 
the  Lord  giveth  you  free  will  and  lordship 
over  earth,  instead  of  being  a  dependent 
being  under  the  influence  of  the  senses. 
'Blessed  are  the  meek,  for  they  shall  inherit 
the  earth/  Experience  shews  that  no  pro- 
perty of  the  world  is  a  lasting  possession, 
it  is  a  property  inherited  from  the  Devil 
which  can  never  make  a  permanent  gift 
of  such  that  is  not  his  own,  but  ungrate- 
fully claimed  as  such.  Moreover  in  your 
attempt  to  make  the  property  your  own, 
the  virtue  of  the  property  prevails  and 
you  are  made  a  dependent  soul — your 
very  existence  resting  on  the  condition  of 
your  possessions.  Your  position  however 
changes  with  a  renunciation  to  the  will  of 
your  Father,  and  all  properties  whatso- 
ever, relating  to  the  earth,  now  uncared 
for  by  yourself,  comes  of  by  themselves 
as  your  own — the  son  inheriting  the  pro- 
perty of  his  father  by  the  law  of  inheri- 
tence.  And  you  must  be  a  just  son  to 
the  worthy  Father  and  not  an  unworthy 
and  ungrateful  son,  departing  from  the 
will  of  his  father.  This  is  will-force,  a  will 
exercised  not  at  the  guidance  of  the  Devil 
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but  the  object  of  will  is  here  gained  by  a 
renunciation  of  will  to  the  Great  Source 
from  which  all  things  flow.  In  this  world 
of  test,  the  Devil  seduces  man  to  be  an 
ungrateful  creature,  leaving  God's  company, 
and  associating  him  in  doing  evil  deeds. 
Yet  God  is  an  ever-forgiving  Father,  ever 
kind  to  him  who  approaches  him  with 
repentance,  offering  a  prayer  'Lord  forgive 
us  our  debts'  and  immediately  the  Lord 
consoles  him,  saying  'Blessed  are  they  that 
mourn  for  they  shall  be  comforted/ 

O,  missionary  !  realise  your  responsibi- 
lity well  that  you  are  deputed  to  earth  with 
a  special  mission  from  thy  Lord  the  Saviour. 
Proceed  therefore,  in  earnest  in  your  im- 
portant work  to  do,  proclaim  among  your 
fellow-brethren  the  special  mission  with 
which  you  are  come,  and  establish  peace  on 
earth,  for,  you  are  known  to  be  a  peace- 
maker. Be  kind  to  your  cause  being  kind 
to  your  fellowbeings,  and  prove  yourself 
as  the  real  lover  of  God  by  being  a  lover 
of  mankind  yourself. 

But  the  devil  works  in  secret  unto  the 
core  of  the  heart  of  a  man,  seduction  is 
his  art,  and  he  brings  in  illusive  figures  in 
front  of  the  man.  And  the  man  is  seduced, 
he  follows  the  wrong  path,  and  the  figures 
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before  him  brought  in  by  the  devil,  depart 
from  him  only  to  bring  distress  to  the 
seduced  man.  Save  the  condition  of  the 
man  thus  seduced,  direct  your  rescuing 
shafts  of  consolation  straight  into  the 
heart  of  the  suffering  man,  shew  him  the 
right  path,  and  bring  to  his  heart  the  light 
of  the  Lord  to  dispel  the  darkness  thereof, 
thus  removing  the  presence  of  the  illusions 
which  overtook  his  heart  in  the  darkness 
of  aspect  created  by  the  devil.  Be  not 
despondent  however,  if  you  are  not  succes- 
ful  to  save  many,  and  if  you  are  successful 
in  a  single  case  even,  rest  assured  that 
your  attempts  are  not  spent  in  vain,  and 
your  mission  is  also  fulfilled  thereby,  for 
another  shall  take  light  from  the  lamp 
lighted  by  yourself,  and  another  from  that, 
till  it  is  all  light  throughout. 

Be  it  your  aim  therefore,  to  light  the 
lamp  that  stands  at  the  top,  and  if  the  top 
light  shines  well,  all  places  in  the  lower 
ground  should  take  light  immediately. 
The  King  stands  at  the  top  oi  the  mass, 
it  is  the  head  that  guides  the  lower  limbs 
primarily,  and  he  therefore,  should  be 
lighted  first  of  all.  Make  him  therefore, 
understand  his  responsibilities  that  it  is 
the  King  of  kings  that  has  placed  him  in 
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the  position,  and  his  duties  are  to  serve 
his  subjects  of  the  lower  ground,  and  if 
he  is  competent  in  discharging  them,  only 
then  he  has  done  true  service  to  God.  O 
missionary  !  you  only  should  be  the  fit  person 
to  be  the  best  counsel  for  the  king,  for  you 
come  from  the  Lord  the  Saviour  direct, 
carrying  the  glad-tidings  to  be  diffused 
throughout.  The  Lord  said  'Believe  me 
and  follow  me  and  thou  shalt  be  saved/ 
Make  the  king  therefore,  to  believe  in  thy 
Saviour,  and  follow  the  course  pointed 
out  by  Him.  The  king  shall,  in  his  turn 
point  out  the  same  course  to  his  subjects, 
and  every  body  following  the  same  course, 
will  not  peace  be  established  in  the  country 
then  ?  One  nation  should  take  light  from 
another,  and  another  from  another  and  so 
light  would  be  diffused  all  through  the 
world.  It  is  intelligence  that  shall  always 
prevail  and  the  darkness  of  the  unintelligent 
world  will,  in  no  time  be  dispelled  on 
the  appearance  of  light  from  the  intel- 
ligent world.  Let  us  therefore,  co-operate 
in  a  just  and  true  cause,  and  non-co- 
operation of  a  dark  and  unintelligent  world 
would  immediately  fail. 

The  sun  shines  in  the  sky  above,  the  air 
of  the  places  just  below  are  carried  high 
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in  the  atmosphere,  colder  air  from  surround- 
ing places  rushes  in  to  occupy  the  space. 
Thus  a  high  wind  raging  creates  a  distur- 
bance in  the  sea.  Had  heat  and  light  been 
equally  distributed  in  all  places,  no  distur- 
bance would  have  been  created  in  the  sea. 
It  is  for  the  king  therefore,  to  look  to  the 
equal  distribution  of  heat  and  light  over 
his  subjects,  and  his  subjects  would  then 
all  move  to  meet  the  sun,  the  source  of 
light,  and  this  unworthy  earth  would  then  be 
reduced  to  be  a  subjectless  place,  and  there 
will  be  no  body  left  to  be  ruled  over  by  Sa- 
tan, and  the  Devil  would  then  be  left  to 
pine  in  distress — all  his  subjects  having  gone 
to  Heaven  to  live  in  peace. 

This  world  is  a  world  of  cares  and 
anxious  thoughts,  disturbing  the  mind  often 
and  always,  yet  thoughts  are  preferred  to 
a  pure  and  happy  condition  of  the  mind — a 
degraded  idea  with  a  degraded  world.  A 
thoughtless  mind  is  regarded  as  a  produc- 
tion of  insanity  or  idiocy,  but  science  dis- 
closes the  real  truth  that  an  insane  mind  is 
full  of  vagrant  thoughts,  and  idiocy  has 
a  tendency  to  reduce  the  mind  to  the  form 
of  its  special  likeness,  and  renders  it  un- 
able to  put  hold  on  other  thoughts  freely. 
New  and  original  thoughts  are  always 
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aimed  at  by  the  inquisitive  mind,  but 
there  is  nothing  new  and  original  in  this 
world  ;  and  all  originalities  lose  their  beauty 
as  soon  as  they  are  old  ;  and  such  thoughts 
are  no  more  pleasant  then  and  they  reduce 
to  be  subjects  of  cares  disturbing  the  mind. 
Again  the  turn  of  mind  begins  to  find  out 
novelties  of  ideas,  again  it  has  a  momentary 
consolation,  but  the  consolation  ends  with 
the  thoughts  being  rendered  rotten  and 
old.  And  hence  is  the  saying  of  the  Lord  :- 
'In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat 
bread,  till  thou  return  unto  the  ground, 
for  out  of  it  wast  thou  taken  :  for  dust 
thou  art  and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return/ 
All  this  is  idolatry,  and  peace  of  mind, 
the  Lord  sayeth,  consists  not  in  idolatry 
but  in  wiping  out  the  existence  of  all  idols 
from  the  mind,  giving  there  a  place  in 
substitution,  to  the  spirit  void  of  any 
material  form  and  figure.  To  attain  the 
end,  therefore,  dip  the  polluted  soul  into 
the  depths  of  the  Eternal  Soul,  and  you 
are  pure  in  spirits  then,  and  like  the  pro- 
perties of  fire  that  reduce  all  things  to 
ashes,  the  idols  of  the  mind  pass  off  and 
their  ashes  are  carried  away  by  the  gentle 
breeze  blowing  in  the  place,  to  rot  in  the 
world  below. 
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Thus  you  should  proceed  to  conduct 
your  journey  of  life,  and  if  per  chance, 
the  Devil  in  his  desperate  struggle  to 
thwart  you,  makes  a  dashing  attack,  in- 
stantly return  to  your  stronghold  of  the 
heart  where  the  Spirit  reigns.  Here  the 
Devil  cannot  have  approach  and  there 
you  would  lie  safely  in  communion  with 
your  Almighty  Father,  the  Origin  and  Source 
whence  you  started  on  your  journey  of  life. 

"And  as  a  hare  whom  hounds  and  horns  pursue, 
Pants  to  the  place  from  which  at  first  she  flew." 

The  Spirit  is  the  just  idea  of  originality, 
other  ideas  thought  of  as  originals,  cannot 
properly  be  called  so,  for  they  are  got 
up  from  old  things.  An  original  thing 
should  always  be  original  in  character 
and  not  liable  to  be  old  at  any  time.  Dis- 
turbances are  created  in  the  mind  in  con- 
nection with  a  foreign  element,  when  it 
loses  its  originality  ;  but  as  soon  as  it  is 
brought  to  its  just  position  in  connection 
with  the  original  thing,  it  is  all  right  then — 
calm  and  secure  like  the  settled  sea,  un- 
disturbed by  a  foreign  element.  Men  roam 
about  seeking  for  peace — peace  in  connec- 
tion with  a  foreign  element,  but  foreigners 
cannot  stand  as  consorts  together,  and  peace 
fails  in  absence  of  a  kindred  connection. 
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Men  have  gospels  of  their  own,  to  inter- 
pret them  in  their  own  way,  and  fashion 
them  according  to  their  own  liking  and 
taste.  Temptation  is  the  guiding  princi- 
ple of  the  man  smitten  by  the  Devil,  he  is 
taken  to  a  high  position  and  shewn  the 
kingdoms  of  the  world  and  their  glory. 
Immediately  he  is  tempted  and  made  to 
serve  the  Devil.  Not  so  is  the  case  of  the 
man  who  loveth  God — he  loveth  God  and 
serveth  Him  only.  Take  the  example  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  therefore,  who  sayeth 
unto  the  Devil — "  Thou  shalt  worship  the 
Lord  Thy  God,  and  Him  only  shalt  thou 
serve.  '  But  the  world  proceeds  in  service 
of  the  Devil,  the  riches  of  the  Devil  attract 
their  attention,  they  call  them  prosperity, 
as  opposed  to  the  unostentatious  feature  of  a 
simple  life.  Cares  and  anxieties  mark  the 
character  of  this  so-called  prosperous  life, 
whereas  comfort  and  happiness  are  the 
unfailing  companions  of  simplicity.  Nation, 
build  up  your  frame,  therefore,  on  this 
simple  basis,  let  your  limbs  be  firm  and 
-strong  under  the  influence  of  the  Spirit, 
and  the  national  character  shall  then 
shew  well  under  the  auspices  of  peace  and 
contentment. 

The  tree  is  said  to  have  its  proper  deve- 
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lopment  and  growth,  when  it  is  firmly 
rooted  on  earth,  and  stands  erect  upon  the 
surface  of  the  land  ;  but  if  it  bends  down 
to  come  low  to  the  ground,  it  gets  retarded 
in  growth,  and  it  fades  and  dies.  A 
mountain  also  rises  over  the  surface  of  the 
land,  and  it  has  a  strong  body,  serving  as  a 
protection  from  foreign  charges,  those  of 
winds,  snowfalls  and  the  like  .  It  has  also 
its  base  on  earth  and  it  stands  on  a  strong 
foase. 

Like  to  the  character  of  the  tree  and 
the  mountain  we  also,  in  our  position  of 
life,  must  stand  on  a  strong  basis,  with- 
out which  our  position  will  be  unsafe  and 
liable  to  be  brought  down.  And  like  a 
sandhill  having  no  firm  base  to  stand  on, 
and  which  is  swept  away  by  a  high  wind 
blowing,  our  position  will  be  similarly  in- 
secure, if  the  base  is  not  rendered  strong. 

The  aspiration  of  a  man  to  rise  high  in 
society  is,  of  course,  laudable  ;  but  to  have 
a  sudden  rise  with  a  sudden  fall,  can  never 
be  desired  of.  Such  a  circumstance  would 
rather  lead  to  increase  the  distress  of  a 
man  the  more,  than  reduce  it  in  any  way. 
With  high  aspirations  in  view,  we  may  start 
in  our  life  ;  but  first  of  all,  we  should  begin 
with  a  formation  of  character — -the  basis 
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on  which  the  structure  of  a  man  should 
stand,  and  the  character  should  be  a  strong 
one,  not  liable  to  give  way  to  the  charge  of 
a  high  wind.  And  a  manlike  character 
should  not  form  out  of  the  weak  materials 
of  sand,  and  its  root  must  be  strong 
enough  to  protect  the  structure  above  from 
falling  down. 

Yet  how  should  the  character  be  formed  ? 
Of  course,  it  cannot  be  by  the  help  of  the 
senses.  The  action  of  the  senses  is  like 
that  of  a  raging  wind  ;  at  one  moment, 
taking  up  things  high  in  the  atmosphere 
above,  and  at  another  moment,  throwing 
them  down  to  a  low  surface  on  earth.  The 
senses  cause  men  to  proceed  on  selfish 
principles,  and  with  an  insecure  'self  ' 
under  the  direction  of  the  senses,  the  mo- 
tives are  never  successfully  gained — at 
one  time  temporary  comfort,  and  at  another 
time,  despondency  and  dejection  of  heart, 
mark  the  characteristic  of  the  situation. 
Proceed  therefore,  in  your  course,  with 
the  help  of  the  Saviour,  independent  of  any 
help  from  the  senses,  and  your  selfishness 
shall  fall  down  to  give  place  to  self-sacrifice  ;. 
and  the  example  set  in  by  the  Saviour, 
should  be  your  best  guidance  to  follow— 
sacrificing  everything  for  the  good  of  man- 
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kind.  For  such  a  sacrifice,  there  is  enough 
of  kindness  from  your  Lord,  the  God,  and 
you  will  be  spiritually  benefitted  by  a  re- 
liance on  the  Spirit — the  result  of  which  is 
an  enjoyment  of  peace  and  contentment. 

Yet  beware  of  your  position,  lest  its 
height  may  make  your  head  giddy, 
and  render  you  liable  to  a  fall.  The 
height  of  your  position  shall  give  you  a 
conspicuous  appearance,  open  to  the  sight 
of  the  men  below  who  are  all  followers  of 
the  Devil,  and  who  are  guided  by  the 
senses.  They  wrould  covet  your  position 
and  try  to  bring  you  down  and  they  know 
means  to  win  you  over,  either  by  a  feeling 
of  hostility,  or  one  of  love ;  and  like 
the  Serpent,  you  shall  come  down  to  craw7! 
on  your  belly  on  the  earth  below. 

And  void  of  all  attchments  of  your 
own,  yet  entertaining  a  love  for  your 
fellow  beings  for  the  sake  of  your  Lord  the 
God,  stand  firm  and  steady  in  your  position, 
based  on  a  character  of  humility  and  meek- 
ness, and  let  the  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  come 
in  incessant  flow  on  your  fellow-brothers ; 
and  the  mercy  of  God  you  shall  have  in 
return,  and  you  shall  find  that  your  self 
is  no  more  centred  on  earth,  but  transferred 
to  your  Almighty  Father  in  Heaven. 
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And  from  the  high  mountain,  streams 
flow  in  incessant  current,  passing  through 
fields  below,  and  filling  them  with  abund- 
ance of  harvest  which  are  scattered  over  the 
world  for  the  benefit  of  mankind.  Such 
should  also  be  the  flow  of  your  bounty  on 
your  fellow-beings,  thus  to  make  their  soil 
alluvial  and  fit  for  the  growing  of  seeds.  And 
like  the  high  tree,  your  shade  shall  be  sooth- 
ing to  them, and  you  should  stand  as  pro- 
tection to  them,  against  the  charge  of  high 
winds  that  should  pass  over  you  instead  of 
them. 

Know  therefore,  that  there  is  one  thing, 
and  one  thing  only,  as  the  emblem  of  peace, 
to  which  the  mind  should  resort  for  the 
practical  enjoyment  of  peace  ;  and  seeking 
through  other  means,  by  the  substitution 
of  false  figures  in  place  of  the  real  one, 
only  brings  in  despondency.  Still  men 
would  hunt  after  peace  in  a  wrong  way, 
ever  persevering  in  their  attempt,  for  ages 
together,  but  peace  will  not  be  found  any- 
where in  the  world  abroad.  Back  the 
course  of  the  mind  to  the  inner  world,  and 
you  will  find  peace  in  your  heart  within. 
It  is  a  thing  of  the  heart,  there  it  should 
be  felt,  and  nowhere  slse. 

Know  thou  that  thou  art  made  after  the 
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image  of  God  ;  but  thou  art  a  sinner,  and 
with  matter  in  close  connection,  thou  hast 
lost  connection  of  the  Spirit,  and  thou  art 
shaped  after  matter,  without  which  thou 
thinkest  thyself  naked. 

Therefore,  thou  takest  an  intermediate 
course,  thou  triest  to  have  a  sight  of  the 
Lord  through  the  medium  of  thy  senses,  but 
matter  cannot  reach  the  Immaterial  Being, 
and  thy  spirit  falleth  down  in  service  of 
the  Devil. 

Believe  not  in  the  eye,  which  sheweth 
thee  many  things  in  form  and  figure- 
forms  some  of  which  thou  callest  good  and 
others  evil  ;  but  independent  of  thy  senses, 
cast  thy  looks  direct  unto  the  Lord — a 
happy  coincidence,  presenting  no  cause 
for  exercising  discrimination — all  for  good 
there  and  nothing  for  evil. 

Believe  not  in  the  ear  that  enableth  thee 

to  hear  sweet  sounds  ;  yet  sounds  sweet  or 

unpleasant,  have  no  stability  of  their  own 

-they  melt  away  in    the  calm  that  pre- 

vaileth  in  Eternity. 

Believe  not  in  thy  mouth  that  giveth 
thee  taste  of  many  things.  The  taste  vanish- 
eth  as  soon  as  swallowed  up  ;  but  taste  of 
the  nectar  that  floweth  from  the  body  of 
the  Lord,  thy  heart  taketh  in,  and  is  filled. 
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Believe  not  in  thy  nose,  which  giveth 
thee  a  smell  of  sweet  scents  ;  for  no  scents 
are  sweet,  as  they  are  produced  out  of 
the  unhallowed  character  of  matter. 

Believe  not  in  thy  sense  of  touch  and 
in  close  relationship  with  matter,  thy  spirit 
gets  damned,  and  thou  art  shaped  after 
matter  and  thou  becomest  an  idiot. 

Abstract  thy  mind,  from  its  fond  con- 
nections outside,  and  make  it  settle  on  thy 
Lord  within,  and  behold  His  Spiritual 
Form  revealeth  itself  to  thee,  and  it  is 
void  of  all  forms  thy  mind  can  conceive, 
and  thy  spirit  in  communion  with  the 
Eternal  Being,  would  pass  from  a  life  of 
miser}7  and  unrest  to  one  of  bliss  and  peace. 

Believe  the  Lord,  thy  Saviour,  and  follow 
the  course  suggested  by  the  Messiah,  and 
miss  not  to  take  the  right  path,  for  the 
Devil  shall  stand  in  thy  way,  and  shew  thee 
the  wrong  one  for  a  right  path. 

Believe  not  in  the  light  that  sheweth 
thee  the  unworthy  things  of  the  world, 
and  the  light  of  God  is  one  that  sheweth 
thee  the  Eternal  Spirit,  and  is  past  all 
ideas  of  light  and  darkness  that  prevail 
on  earth. 

Believe  in  the  sages,  for  they  only  shall 
shew  thee  the  right  path  and  disclose  the

evildoings  of  the  Devil,  and  beware  of  the 
hypocrite,  for  he  is  blind,  and  a  blind  man 
cannot  lead  a  blind  man. 

Simplicity  is  the  character  of  the  Eternal 
Soul,  this  world  is  a  world  of  mysteries  ; 
give  up,  therefore,  all  mysteriousness,  and 
adopt  a  simple  course  to  reach  a  place 
where  peace  and  simplicity  reign. 

And  with  a  sense  of  fellow-feeling,  let 
us  all  combine  to  form  a  Salvation-Army, 
with  the  Messiah  for  our  guide.  'Peace' 
being  the  watchword,  and  'on. to  battle'  the 
war-cry,  let  us  engage  in  battle  with  the 
Devil.  The  victory  gained,  we  shall  enter 
into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  leaving 
trophies  behind,  in  the  world  below,  with 
inscriptions  theron— 'Peace  restored/ 

Believe  not  in  thy  heart  of  flesh  and 
blood,  that  beats,  for  beating  is  caused 
from  the  region  above  whence  all  feelings 
proceed  ;  and  this  is  thy  real  heart,  realize 
it,  and  thy  'self  '  shall  then  reveal  itself 
to  thee. 

Make  this — thy  heart,  thy  standpoint 
where  the  spirit  reigns  ;  but  the  Devil  has 
blocked  thy  way  to  it — '  Knock  at  the  door 
and  it  shall  be  opened  to  thee/ 

All  things  move  towards  the  centre — the 
earth  rotateth  round  its  axis,  the  moon 
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revolveth  round  the  earth,  the  earth  also 
revolveth  round  the  sun.  Thus  the  uni- 
versal law  goeth  to  move  round  the  centre. 
And  why  do  they  so  move  ?  Because  they 
think  it  their  resting  abode,  seeking  to  rest 
in  peace  there  and  avoid  the  difficulties 
of  movement.  Yet  experience  reveals  the 
fact  that  the  central  points  are  not  the 
true  centres  for  rest,  for  they  also  have 
motions.  Such  also  is  the  case  of  the 
heart  of  a  man.  The  man  trusteth  on  the 
heart  within,  whence  pleasant  thoughts 
flow.  The  man  relieth  on  it,  but  it  announ- 
ceth  to  him  the  fact,  by  way  of  beating,  that 
it  is  not  the  true  central  point,  the  point 
lieth  elsewhere,  and  the  Messiah  sheweth 
thee  the  path  to  lead  thee  there.  Believe 
and  follow  Him. 

Thy  heart  is  the  source  from  which  all 
intelligence  flows.  Get  thee  in,  and  it 
will  tell  the  proper  tale,  that  knowledge 
hath  its  origin  not  in  the  creation  below, 
but  in  the  source  above  from  which  it 
cometh. 

Follow  the  natural  law  that  lighter  bodies 
rise  high  and  float  above  ;  but  with  thee 
the  rule  changeth,  thou  wantest  to  fly  thy 
kite  downwards.  Still  the  Grace  of  the 
Saviour  prevaileth  ;  He  holdeth  the  string 
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and  saveth  thee  still  ;  He  raiseth  thee, 
but  thou  wilt  not  rise  ;  and  in  thy  attempt 
to  hold  fast  to  the  earth,  thou  ailest  in 
distress. 

'  Believe  me  and  follow  me  '  is  the  saying 
of  the  Saviour,  and  if  thou  sayest,  thou 
believest,  yet  followest  Him  not,  thou  art 
really  an  unbeliever,  worshipping  the 
demon  in  the  garb  of  the  Lord. 

Mind  that  thy  life  consisteth  not  in  the 
body,  but  in  the  soul  within,  and  if  thy 
heart  remaineth  unshaken  in  the  faith  of 
the  Lord,  and  if  still  thy  body  committeth 
a  wrong,  thou  art  no  sinner  yet,  for,  thy 
heart  knoweth  not  what  thy  body  doeth. 

So  is  the  word  of  the  Lord  the  Saviour 
that  in  this  world  of  sins,  if  a  man  doeth 
a  wrong,  and  he  repenteth  and  followeth 
the  Saviour,  the  Lord  forgiveth  him  yet, 
and  he  is  made  pure  in  heart. 

Love  for  the  Creator  is  one  thing  and 
love  for  His  created  things  is  another,  and 
thy  love  should  be  undivided  and  should 
settle  absolutely  on  the  Creator. 

And  for  thy  connections  in  this  world, 
thou  shouldst  also  entertain  love — love  for 
them  for  the  sake  of  thy  Lord  who  hath 
kindly  given  thee  the  connections. 

And  never  shouldst  thou  entertain  love 
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for  thy  Lord  for  the  sake  of  the  connections 
thou  hast. 

And  thy  love  for  thy  Creator  should 
continue  unfailing,  even  when  the  connec- 
tions cease,  and  let  this  be  thy  motto 
always—  Thy  will  be  done/ 

Love  the  Creator  and  feel  Him  in  His 
Creation,  and  His  presence  felt  everywhere, 
shall  create  in  thee  the  intensity  of  love  the 
more,  and  then  wilt  the  kingdom  of  God 
come  on  earth  as  it  is  in  Heaven. 

The  same  thing  presenting  itself  all 
round — peace  within  and  peace  outside— 
peace  shall  reign  everywhere. 

The  devil  prompteth  thee  from  behind, 
and  thou  art  puffed  up  with  vanity,  and 
thou  becomest  a  disbeliever.  Difficulties 
befall  on  thee  then,  and  they  are  blessings 
in  reality,  for  they  cause  thee  to  keep  back 
and  repent. 

Repentance  bringeth  in  belief,  and  belief 
established,  enableth  thee  to  follow  thy 
Lord,  the  Saviour. 

Yet  repentance  hath  no  value,  if  it  doth 
not  cause  thee  to  seek  shelter  of  the  Saviour  ; 
and  repentance  for  taking  a  wrong  course, 
if  followed  by  adopting  another  of  a  similar 
kind,  hath  no  cause  to  mend  the  character 
of  a  man. 
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And  repentance  followed  by  belief  in  the 
Lord,  thy  Saviour,  shall  only  lead  thee 
in  the  right  path  and  secure  thy  salvation. 

Sinner  thou  art,  and  fall  thou  must, 
and  thy  mind  engrossed  in  sin  cannot  find 
its  way  out.  Thou  art  put  to  distress  and 
thou  repentest  and  fallest  back  to  take 
another  course  having  no  redeeming  fea- 
ture. Thou  art  put  to  distress  again,  again 
thou  repentest  ;  and  falling  and  repenting 
again  and  again,  thou  at  last  comest  to  the 
Saviour,  who  sheweth  thee  the  right  path  ; 
but  the  devil  draggeth  thee  from  behind, 
and  thy  belief  shaketh  ;  and  thou  repentest. 
Continued  falling  and  continued  repenting 
only  impress  on  thee  thy  belief  the  more, 
and  belief  established,  shall  in  the  long  run 
lead  thee  to  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven. 

Behold  the  Saviour  cometh  to  cut  short 
thy  way,  to  relieve  thee  of  thy  troubles 
from  various  journeys  in  life  made  ;  He 
placeth  the  Kingdom  of  God  before  thee  ; 
believe  and  accept  it  and  thou  wilt  be  saved. 

Being  the  headman  of  the  family,  vainly 
thou  seekest  to  rule  over  thy  dependants  ; 
they  are  all  thy  fellow-beings,  and  thou 
nothing  more.  It  is  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
and  God  only  shall  rule,  and  if  thou  rulest, 
rule  in  His  name. 
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But  thou  art  an  impostor,  thou  triest  to 
deceive  the  Creator  and  seize  the  power 
that  can  never  be  thy  own  ;  and  puffed  up 
with  vanity,  thou  rulest  in  thy  own  name, 
and  callest  thy  brothers  and  sisters,  thy 
subjects  in  thy  service. 

Nay,  not  so  indeed.  Verily  thou  art 
appointed  to  serve  thy  fellow  beings — a 
deputy  from  the  Almighty,  to  look  to  their 
peace  and  safety. 

Therefore,  let  the  name  of  the  Lord  be 
imprinted  on  the  basis  of  thy  rule,  and  in 
His  name,  the  rule  shall  go  on  well,  in  peace 
and  safety. 

Else,  leaving  the  supremacy  of  God  and 
trying  to  establish  thy  own,  thou  shalt  fall 
back  to  be  dependent  on  the  devil,  and  he 
shall  influence  thee  through  the  raging 
passions — the  weapons  of  the  devil. 

And  thou  shalt  be  made  to  commit 
crimes  in  the  form  of  adultery,  blasphemy, 
etc.,  and  thou  shalt  become  a  slave  to 
the  causes  which  made  thee  commit  those 
crimes. 

And  for  the  raging  passion  of  lust,  thou 
shalt  be  a  slave  to  the  woman  ;  for  that  of 
anger,  the  unpleasant  figure  of  thy  oppo- 
nent will  stick  to  thy  mind  and  torment  thee 
the  most  ;  for  that  of  avarice,  thou  shalt

be  a  slave  to  thy  riches  and  be  always  in 
fear  of  losing  them,  and  so  on. 

And  thou  shalt  fall  down,  till  thou  art 
brought  to  the  custody  of  hell,  to  pine  away 
there  in  darkness. 

As  headman,  know  therefore,  thy  duties 
and  responsibilities  ;  and  in  the  family 
that  thou  art  to  maintain,  the  will  of  God 
should  prevail  and  not  that  of  thine.  Be 
firm  in  the  faith  of  the  Saviour  thyself,, 
and  initiate  thy  dependants  in  the  same 
faith  also,  and  having  saved  thyself,  save 
the  condition  of  thy  dependants  too,  and 
bring  in  peace  to  the  family  thou  livest  in. 

Forward  thou  art,  and  forward  to  follow 
the  course  of  the  devil — this  is  no  religion. 
Get  thee  back,  back  to  the  Source  whence 
thou  came — and  this  is  religion. 

The  way  to  religion  is  the  right  path 
to  adopt,  believe  in  thy  Saviour,  and  He 
shall  lead  thee  in  the  right  path  unto  the 
gates  of  Heaven  where  peace  and  con- 
tentment reign. 

Beautify  thy  soul,  therefore,  with  the 
beauty  of  the  Lord,  for  thou  art  made  after 
His  image,  and  make  thy  heart  free  and 
pure  of  all  impurities  to  make  it  a  proper 
seat  for  thy  Lord,  the  God. 

After  the  day's  toil,  when  for  the  purpose 
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of  repose,  we  lie  down  in  the  open  ground, 
and  have  a  glance  at  the  clear  sky  above, 
shining  bright  with  its  myriads  of  stars, 
O  !  what  a  pleasant  sight  it  is  to  look  at. 
We  call  it  beauty,  because  the  view  is  plea- 
sant to  the  sight.  Again,  when  ship-wrecked 
and  alone,  we  have  the  occasion  to  come 
to  a  solitary  island,  and  pass  one  night 
there,  the  sight  of  the  firmament  above  is 
no  more  a  pleasant  one,  and  it  looks  dreary 
and  fearful.  It  is  not  beautiful  then,  but 
dark  and  ugly.  The  good-looking  damsel 
treated  of  as  the  paragon  of  beauty,  if  looked 
at  with  a  malicious  eye  is  no  more  a  beauti- 
ful figure.  The  damsel  has  her  rival  to 
compete  in  beauty,  the  rival  treats  her  with 
malice  and  regards  her  beauty  as  of  no 
worth — repulsive  and  ugly-looking.  It  is 
evident,  therefore,  that  beauty  does  not 
consist  in  any  particular  thing,  they  are 
the  feelings  inside  that  give  beauty  to  the 
thing;  just  in  the  same  way  as  a  thing 
looked  through  the  medium  of  a  coloured 
glass,  giving  colour  to  the  thing  which  is 
not  its  own.  Wherein  does  then  beauty 
consist  ?  Not,  of  course,  in  the  object  of 
beauty  ;  for,  the  object  presents  a  variety 
of  aspects  being  looked  through  a  variety 
of  sights.  It  must  be,  therefore,  the  eye 
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that  creates  the  sight  of  beauty.  Should 
then  the  eye  be  treated  of  as  the  primary 
cause  for  the  appreciation  of  beauty  ? 
Nay,  not  so  indeed — it  is  the  mind  from 
within,  that  creates  a  taste  for  the  eye, 
and  according  as  the  mind  changes,  the 
appreciation  of  beauty  varies  also.  Should 
we  then  infer  that  the  mind  is  the  final 
cause  through  which  the  appreciation  of 
beauty  proceeds  ?  Not  so  even.  On  a 
close  observation  it  is  found  that  the  mind 
is  a  compound  something,  formed  of  a  com- 
bination of  some  unknown  something  and 
the  things  of  this  world.  That  unknown 
something  proceeds  through  the  medium 
of  the  senses  (the  eye,  the  ear  etc.)  to  the 
world  outside,  and  forms  a  close  relation- 
ship with  the  things  of  this  world,  when  it 
is  known  by  the  name  of  mind.  That 
unknown  thing  is  what  we  call  our  soul, 
and  in  close  connection  with  the  world, 
it  loses  the  sight  of  its  original  condition, 
and  assumes  a  different  appearance  in 
the  form  of  mind.  This  soul  comes  out, 
misguided  by  the  temptations  of  this 
world,  to  find  out  an  agreeable  connection 
there  ;  but  the  world  has  an  illusive  charac- 
ter, and  having  no  stability  of  its  own, 
the  mind  suffers  in  fear  of  death,  or  in  fear 
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of  the  loss  of  its  connections.  Yet  attach- 
ment has  its  action;  it  impresses  on  the  mind 
the  importance  of  its  connections,  and 
without  which  it  thinks  itself  as  dead  and 
gone. 

Abstract  the  mind,  therefore,  from  all 
indulgences  pertaining  to  the  senses,  that 
bring  on  cares  and  anxieties,  and  the  mind 
is  free  then — free  to  move  to  the  inner 
world,  which  is  its  proper  place  to  resort, 
for  the  purpose  of  peace  and  happiness. 
It  is  a  place  of  rest  and  repose,  unlike  the 
character  of  the  world  of  unrest  and  dis- 
turbances, and  the  freed  soul,  no  more  in 
the  form  of  mind  of  the  outer  world, 
imparts  to  the  body  outside,  a  beauty 
unparalleled  amongst  all  other  beauties 
noticeable  in  the  world  of  form  and  figure. 
Lustre  and  intelligence  mark  the  figure  of 
the  intelligent  being  of  the  inner  world, 
whereas  pale  and  drooping  is  the  sight  of 
a  creature  of  the  senses. 

Real  beauty  is  not  an  acquisition  to  be 
had  by  exertion  in  the  outside  world,  but 
devoid  of  all  exertions  rest  in  peace  in  self- 
possession,  and  beauty  shall  come  off  of 
itself.  For  beauty's  sake,  you  look  to 
another's  beauty  with  a  lustful  eye,you  covet 
the  position  and  try  f o  beautify  yourself  by 
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enjoyment  in  connection  therewith,  and 
the  result  is,  that  it  tends  to  depreciate  the 
value  of  your  own  beauty  the  more,  the 
more  is  your  indulgence  to  it. 

Not  so  is  the  case  of  the  man  with  a  freed 
soul.  His  is  a  happy  heart  with  a  happy 
expression  in  the  outside  ;  and  the  expres- 
sion knows  no  failing,  rather  it  increases 
the  more,  the  more  it  is  indulged  to  the 
self  inside.  He  has  a  beauty  of  his  own, 
and  has  no  cause  to  borrow  it  of  others  ; 
he  is  self-contented,  and  he  does  not  like 
to  seek  for  contentment  from  a  foreign 
enjoyment.  He  is  happy  himself  and  wants 
to  make  others  happy,  and  happier  is  he 
if  he  succeeds  in  making  others  happy. 

It  is  happy  to  look  to  a  family  passsing 
well  with  its  members  happily  connected. 
But  lo  !  a  mishap  comes  and  discord  pre- 
vails in  the  family,  and  it  is  no  more  a  happy 
sight  then.  Yet  initiate  the  members  there- 
of in  the  principle  of  contentment  at  heart, 
peace  shall  then  prevail  at  every  member's 
heart,  the  connection  will  also  be  rendered 
ever  secure,  and  the  family  will  then  look 
happy  at  heart  inside,  and  happy  also  to 
the  external  view  outside. 

The  body  fresh  with  life  has  its  beauty 
and  without  life,  all  beauty  is  gpne.     But 
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we  know  not  what  our  life  is,  yet  it  is  very 
certain  that  we  have  something  for  our 
life,  for  we  cannot  disbelieve  our  own 
existence.  For  a  solution  of  the  problem 
we  go  to  the  Devil,  and  beseech  him  for 
the  solution.  The  Devil  points  out  to  us 
that  our  body  is  all  in  all  and  so  we  should 
engage  ourselves  exclusively  to  its  service. 
The  safety  of  the  body  being  thereby  en- 
sured, we  can  think  to  make  our  lives  per- 
manent. Yet  experience  tells  a  different 
tale,  examples  prominent  to  our  sight 
prove  better  than  the  precept  laid  down 
by  the  Devil,  and  the  theory  that  the 
body  can  ever  be  made  a  permanent  some- 
thing, falls  to  the  ground,  It  is  not  the 
body  then  that  is  our  life,  yet  something 
must  stand  for  our  life,  and  we  would  say 
that  what  gives  animation  to  the  body 
is  our  life,  and  without  which  the  body  is 
an  inanimate  thing.  So  it  is  seen  that  the 
body  is  in  reality  an  inanimate  thing,  it 
is  rendered  lively  and  animate  by  the 
power  of  animation,  and  when  anima  tion 
fails,  it  is  reduced  to  its  inanimate  status 
again.  The  cause  of  animation  must  be, 
therefore,  oar  life.  But  who  cares  to  look 
to  this  real  life  ?  Everybody  serves  his 
body  by  satisfying  the  demands  of  the 
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senses,  and  he  thinks  himself  dead  and 
gone  ^vhen  his  senses  fail.  Look  to  your 
real  life  in  yourself,  from  that  proceeds 
the  will-force,  which  keeps  up  your  connec- 
tion with  the  material  world  outside  ;  but 
you  are  a  sinner,  you  would  look  to  the 
wTorld  at  your  front  as  your  near  relation 
and  supporter  of  your  life  ;  you  would  keep 
close  connection  with  this  world  and  sever 
your  connection  with  your  real  life  within, 
and  thus  you  would  secure  your  own  des- 
truction yourself.  This  real  life  should  be 
our  principal  object  to  know  and  preserve 
it  through  means  still  unknown  to  us.  The 
means  are  yet  not  too  far  to  approach. 
This  life  has  a  life  of  its  own,  and  that  is 
called  the  life  of  lives,  to  which  resorting, 
one  must  look  for  his  deliverance  and 
salvation. 

An  entrance  to  the  world  of  sins  marks 
a  new  epoch  in  the  history  of  a  man's  life, 
He  starts  on  his  journey  equipped  with 
his  body  of  flesh  and  blood.  He  has 
attachment  for  the  body,  so  much  so, 
that  he  loses  sight  of  his  own  identity  ;  he 
thinks  himself  inseparably  connected  with 
the  body  ;  that  the  essence  of  his  existence 
consists  in  the  body  only,  and  without 
which  he  thinks  his  life  as  extinct.  Thus 
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• 

a  man  made  after  the  image  of  the  Infinite 
Being  is  rendered  a  finite  being  in  connec- 
tion with  this  world  of  sins.  He  identifies 
himself  with  the  senses  ;  he  sees  through 
the  medium  of  the  eye,  but  he  would  say 
that  the  eye  sees  ;  he  hears,  and  he  would 
say,  the  ear  hears,  and  so  on.  Thus  he  is 
rendered  a  slave  to  the  service  of  his  senses, 
and  the  things  which  his  senses  take 
delight  to  attend,  are  his  special  objects  of 
attention,  and  he  works,  as  if  he  is  a  faith- 
ful servant,  always  inclined  to  act  up  to 
the  whims  and  wishes  of  his  masters.  It 
seems  as  if  he  is  in  the  theatrical  stage  of 
this  world,  where  he  comes  in  connection 
with  many  things,  which  he  considers  as 
his  near  relations.  O  !  he  is  a  good  actor 
in  the  stage,  he  has  lost  sight  of  his  own 
identity  and  represented  himself  truly  in 
the  character  suggested  to  him  by  the 
Devil,  who  prompts  him  from  behind  the 
scene.  The  prompter  is  a  clever  fellow  ; 
how  intelligently  he  manages  to  do  his 
work  of  prompting  from  behind,  and  the 
man  suffers  for  his  actions,  and  foolishly 
he  but  finds  fault  with  his  senses  which 
seem  to  him  to  be  the  real  agents  standing 
in  the  foremost.  He  would  say  that  his 
•eye  or  his  ear  has  betrayed  him,  but  the

agent  of  betrayal  is  not  his  senses,  but  it 
is  the  prompter  in  the  back-ground  that 
is  to  blame.  Such  is  the  power  of  the 
Devil — he  is  apt  in  his  profession  of  tempt- 
ing ;  he  has  made  the  man  to  taste  of  the 
fruit  of  the  forbidden  tree  ;  made  him 
think  of  his  ability  to  inherit  the  powers 
of  the  Almighty  ;  and  though  a  created 
being  of  God,  he  is  working  as  a  creature 
of  the  Devil  under  his  illusive  influences, 
and  thus  he  is  subject  to  blasphemy, 
malice,  fear,  anger,  etc.  Yet  such  a  state 
of  things  cannot  continue  long  and  the 
theatrical  performance  must  have  its 
close.  Lo  !  in  due  course  the  drop-scene 
falls  ;  the  illusive  appearances  which  had 
been  so  long  a  subject  of  consolation  to 
him,  now  begin  to  vanish  past  his  sight, 
and  vainly  he  tries  to  find  out  light  in 
this  world  of  darkness.  Illusive  sights 
they  were,  he  now  realizes  the  fact,  in  an 
illusive  light,  and  he  therefore  languishes 
in  despondency.  The  man  in  this  misera- 
ble plight,  has  no  one  to  help  him,  he 
has  sought  for  the  path  of  destruction  and 
destruction  awaits  him  now.  But  man  is 
made  after  the  image  of  God,  and  he  there- 
fore, should  look  to  the  Lord  for  his  life  ; 
but  he  has  missed  it,  and  in  vain  he 
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has  sought  for  life  among  the  many  things 
of  the  world  at  the  instance  of  the  Devil. 
He  is  an  unbeliever  and  he  has  crucified 
his  Lord  the  Saviour  in  the  Cross  ;  yet  the 
Saviour  is  ever  a  kind  and'  merciful  friend ; 
and  as  soon  as  the  man's  faith  prevails, 
the  Saviour  rises  from  the  Cross  to  deliver 
the  man  form  darkness  and  distress,  and 
lead  him  to  the  region  of  bliss  and  light, 
wherein  going  he  finds  his  life  which  he 
had  missed  in  the  Satanic  region. 
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
